Tne improvements that 
have been made are such only as have 
been needed for a long time; but could 
not very well be undertaken with 
a 
debt of $1,70b hangiug over the socie­ 
ty. 
W h en this was lifted by a w ealthy 
friend in W arren , Ohio, thru the in ­ 
strum entality of M r. and Mrs. 
A. 
G, 
Judd and Rev. H. C. Leland, it gave 
an inspiration to the church, 
w hich 
was soon exhibited in a complete trans­ 
formation in the appearance of the in ­ 
terior of the edifice, improvements in 
the parsonage and new heating appar­ 
atus in both buildings. 
It was not the 
intention that another perm anent debt 
should be contracted, to cripple the 
oenevolences of the church; neither 
did 
it seem feastible to raise 
the 
amount in the driblets that usually re­ 
sult from church suppers and 
enter­ 
tainm ents; so, 
at the suggestion 
of 
Pastor Spencer, a grand effort was 
made in a scriptural 
way, with the 
above result. 
W e would suggest 
that 
it would be a good

practicable after the announcement of 
the lifting of the debt that a social
